T'o regulate the fine and forfei- 
ture fund of Ooffee County, and 
claims against said funds, and re- 
quiring all fines and forfeitures to 
be paid in money, and making it 
& misdemeanor punishable by fine 
for any officer col'ecting moneys 
belonging to said fund to fail to 
pay sume to the county treasurer 
within sixty days from the collect- 
ion thereof. 

Section 1, Boe it enacted by tha 
legisiatureof Alabama, That on 
and after the passage of this Act, 
all fine and forfeitures and bire of 
convicts, and other moneys which 
under.the geveral laws holong to 
and should be paid into the fine 
and forfeiture fund, shall be paid 
enly in lawful ourrency ot the 
United States; and a!l moneys 
which accrue to said fund in said 
county and which may be collect- 
ed by any sheriff, judge of probate, 
notary public, justice of the peace, 
constable, coroner or other officer, 
shall be paid to the County treas- 
urer. 

Section 2. Be it further enact- 
ed, that any officer who collects 
any such moneys shull pay the 
game over to the county treasur- 
er of said county, within sixty 
days from such collectiou, and 
failing to do soshall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction shall be fined not less than 
one hundred dollars and not ex- 
ceeding five hundred dollars. 

Section 8. Be it fufther enact- 
ed, That all fine and forfeiture 
claims which have not heretotcre 
been registered hy the the treasur- 
er of said county, shall be file 
with the county treasurer, within 
90 days from th» jussage of this 
act, and by said treasurer register- 
ed iu the book or register of claim 
against said fine and forfeiture 
fund, in the order in whibh they 
are so filed with him, and ali 
claims hereafter arising againt 
said tund, shall likewise ba filed 
with said treasurer within thirty 
days from the accrual, and regis- 
tered in said book or [register of 
claims against said fine and for- 
feiture fund in the order in which 
they are filled. That all fine and 
forfeiture claims which have here- 
tofore been registered or re-regis- 
tered by said treasurer shall also 
be filed with county treasurer with 
in ninety days from the passage 
of this act, and again registered 
by said treasurer. All suchclaims, 
whether registered before the pas- 
sage of this act, or if not register- 
ed, shal: be registered in the order 
in which they are filed with said 
treasurer, and shall be paid in the 
order of said registration. The 
reagurer shall endorse on each of 
said claims the date of its filing 
and its number in the order of 
filling ana r>gistration. 

Beit further enact- 
ed, that all such claims against 
said fund which shall not be filed
